SKETCH OF CAREER : 


[By Associated Press.) 

Acknowledged the dean of plant 
breeders and leader in modern creative 
plant development, the name of Luther 
| Burbank became a household word 
| throughout the civilized world. Vir- 
tually his whole life was devoted to 
scientific plant breeding, and many of 
his more than .100,000 experiments 
| with various forms of vegetation at- 
'tained such marvelous results that 
of “Plant 
| Wizard.” 
| Early in life Burbank evinced a 
' great love for growing things, selecting 
plants rather than animals as his pets. 
Hiis first notable success was achieved 
at the age of 22, when he happered 
to find a seed ball of the Early Rose 
potato, which rarely bears seed. From 
this he developed the world-famous 
Burbank potato that has spread to 
every portion of the globe and which 
is sald to exert a greater influence 
upon the food supply of humanity than 
‘any other single fodd plant. 

Employed as a Farm Hand. 

Soon after breeding this potato, 
which brought him neithér fame nor 
money at the time, Burbank moved 
to California, where he obtained €m- 
ployment as a farm hand. , He con- 
tinued as a laborer until able to ac- 
quire a small farm in the town of 
Santa Rosa, some 50 miles noftth of 
San Francisco. With this small be- 
ginning he undertook the series of 
experiments which long had been 
uppermost in his mind. 

Burbank was born at Lancaster, 
Mass., March 7, 1849, son of Samuel 
W. and Olive ({Ross], of English and 
| Scotch ancestry. He was the l3th of 
15 children born on his father's 200- 
acre farm. He attended the Lancas- 
ter academy, from which he was an 
bonor graduate. 

Next to the potato, the accomplish. 
ment which brought first fame to Bur- 
bank was the spineless cactus, where- 
by he turned a worthless desert growth 
into a valuable forage and fruiting 
plant. In recognition of this work he 
received in 1912 a Unite@ States grant, 


over 7,680 acres of non-irrigable land 
to be located either in California, Ne- 
vada or Arizona. 

Improved Many Vegetables. 

It has been estimated that Bur- 
bank’s 100,000 or more experiments 
with plant life invoived the planting, 
pollination, observation and propaga- 
tion or destruction of a billion individ- 
ual veggtable growths. From this vast 
number, however, only 385 were se- 
lected and recommended by him as of 
value to humanity. Some of these were 
under his observaticn for 25 years be- 
fore being given iv the world, 

Flowers, fruits, grains, grasses, vege- 
tables, even orehard and forest trees 
were improved and given to the world 
in new usefulness through months and 
years of patient and frequently dis- 
couraging experiments. 

Wonderful as many of Burbank’s 
achievements with vegetable, plant, 
and flower life seem tg the layman, 
the methods by which they were ac. 
complished were not in themselves re-

20 INJURED WHEN

Chairman Walsh broke in to’ say that 
women drank in public before the war 
to convey, he said, “that all of this 
has not come on us as a result of pro- 
hibition.” 

To stress his point he recalled the 
Infanta Eulalie of Spain as a cigaret 
smoker at a time so remote as the 
Chicago world’s fair. 

“She was caught,” said the sena- 
tor, “smoking a cigaret in her room 
in a hotel, and it was seriously dis- 
cussed as to whether the President of 
the Uinted States should not withdraw 
the invitations for her official appear- 
ance at the exposition ceremonies.

Noisy Minorities Spurn 
Olive Branch.

new republic of Czecho-Slovakia.

PRAGUE, Cxecho-Slovakia, April 10. 
—Take a country the size of Illinois. 
Populate it with fourteen million p®o- 
ple. Locate 40 per cent of that popula- 
tion on the frontier rim of the country 
and then discover that the people on the 
rim don’t speak the same language as 
the people in the heart of the coun- 
try, that many hundreds of thousands 
of them are different in habits, cus 
tom, origin and intelligence and that 
some of those on the rim of the wheel 
are opposed to the government of 
those in the hub of the country... 

You will then have an idea of the 
baby nation of Czecho-Slovakia and a 
suggestion of the big problem with 
which it has been heroically grappling 
since the old men of Versailles got 
their heads together around the table 
and did things to the map of Europe. 

Central Europe’s Curse. 

The problein describes itself in the 
word “minorities” and that word is 
the curse of central Europe today. Be 
cause human beings prefer being what 
they are and not what somebody else 
wants them to be, the minority prob- 
lem in this part of the world represents 
a poly-lingual hydraheaded dragon 
from which the hopes of deliverance 
are small. 

Enlarge the picture. Extend the 
frontiers of the chosen American ex- 
ample. Populate Wisconsin  solidiy 
with Germans, lowa with Ruthenians, 
Irdiana with Poles, and Michigan with 
Hungarians and Magyars and then, 
praying high heaven for its blessing 
and forgiveness, ask all of them to 


- submit to the parliamentary majority 


of the Americans in Illinois. Just for 
a touch of realism, mix or mess up 
the towns and crossroads where the 
various languages and nationalities 
meet. Open school and call the spe!'- 
ing class for five pupils speaking ten 
different languages. Then call the 
police.

Slav and Teuton, Turk and Hungarian 
fought it cut, would indicate that the 
minority bee hive has been as stable 
as a rocking chair. 

One of the first steps taken by the 
Czecho-Slovak republic was a census. 
History holds few records of census 
returns that revealed more linguistic 
goulash. The figures, the names and 
the languages would give plenty of 
work to any state convention in Amer- 
ica. After it was all over official figures 
were published and their contratlic- 
tions by the various minorities almost 
beat therm pff the press.

The old men of Versailles all mo- 
tored out from Paris one day in Sep- 
tember, 1919, and stopped at a little 
village called St. Germain-en-Laye 
and there drew up a solemn, crinkling 
paper, article nine of which imposed 
upon the baby nation the obligation 
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of dealing fairly by those of its citi- 
zene who were not Czechs and who 
were not inclined to take up the ardu- 
ous task of learning that language. 
It was specified that the Czechs 
solemniy assure that the children of 
Germans, Poles, Hungarians, Rus- 
sians and other elements of the ethni- 
cal minorities be given public instruc- 
tion in their own respective language. 

These obligations have been carried 
out fully, according to the statements 
of reliable Czech authorities, who 
provide statistical statements to prove 
that the educational opportunities af- 
forded minorities in the republic are 
even greater than the opportunities 
afforded Czech children in some locali- 
ties in the republic where they con- 
stitute a minority.

It is true that the Czech control has 
been made possible only by the com- 
bined forces of the Czechs and the 
Slovaks, whom they claim as first cous- 
ins. Both of them possess an addi- 
tional bond of union. It is that both 
of them have been under the rule of 
foreign people for centuries; the Czechs 
under the Austrians and the Slovaks 
under the Hungarians, from both of 
whom they claim to have obtained ex- 
pert knowledge in how minorities used 
to be handled by the peovle who ruled. 

The school situation offers a basis 
of comparison. Under the Hungarian 
régime there were in Slovakia in 
1913-14 3,223 Magyar public schools 
for 650,000 Magyar pupils; 344 Slovak 
schools [private] for °,500,000 Slovak 
1 tpils. These schools were maintained 
not by the Hungarian government but 
by the Catholic church. 

Compare these figures with those 
supplied for the present year when 
there are 2,671 Slovak public schools 
for 2,000,000 Slovaks; 78 Magyar 
schools for 650,000 Magyar pupils; 112 
German public schools for 130,000 Ger- 
man pupils. 

Governmental representation pro- 


vides another striking comparison. In 
1910, the 2,600,000 Slovaks were repre- 
sented in the Hungarian parliament 
by three deputies. In 1926 the 660,000 
Magyars in Czecho-Slovakia are repre- 
sented in the republic’s national house 
of representatives by ten deputies. 
But with all the noise of the minort- 


tes in Czecho-Slovakia there i# one 
curious silence that speaks louder than . 


the clamor, None of the minorities 
desires to depart from the frontiers 
of the republic and rejoin old alliances. 

The Germans in Czecho-Slovakia 
have no desire to be repartitioned and 
hooked up with the reich, upon whose 
very frontiers they live. Their repre- 
sentatives in Prague make full use of 
their prominent position in the govern- 
ment’s opposition by demanding great- 
er autonomy for the various racial mi- 
norities. The object» is the. political 
control of the government at Prague. 

For the last three’ centuries it has 
been the tradition of the Germans and 
the Hungarians in what is now Czecho- 
Slovakia to rule, and the function of 
the Czechs and the Slovaks to be 
ruled. It’s only seven years since Ver- 
eailles, and the ruling spirit of Teuton 
and Magyar is far from dead.

Duquesne—now Pittsburgh, Pa. 

And there, a few years later, Chap- 
man built himself a house, and planted 
a nursery of apple trees from apple 
seeds which he had begged from farm- 
ers in the neighborhood who owned 
cider presses. 

An Open Handed Host. 

His home became a sort of free 
tavern, located as it was on one of 
the great arteries to the west. Hun- 
dreds of pioneers stopped at the house, 
with its beautiful apple orchard, and 
went on refreshed and strengthened, 
bearing gifts of milk, butter, and wild 
honey which he pressed upon them. 

He never failed, also, to present his 
guests with an ounce or so of apple- 
seeds, sewed into little leather bags, 
which he charged them to plant be- 
fore the door of their cabins. 

“It will anchor you to the spot you 


have chosen to pioneer in,” he told 


them. : 
Goes Himself to Plant :Seeds. 

Finally realizing from reports he re- 
ceived that the work to which he 
wished to give his life was not pro- 
gressing as he had anticipated, and 
that because of their numerous im- 
portant tasks few of the settlers could 
find time to care for the seeds after 
they were planted, he himself set out 
on the trail westward, first presenting 
his home and his orchard to a widow 
whose husband had died a short time 

fore. 

The trek he started in 1803 led htm 
first to Marietta, O., where he planted 
the first of his nurseries. 

_ For the next forty years he visited 
one outpost of civilization after anoth- 
er, planting more than thirty orchards 
of apple trees and assisting more than 
500 farmers to care for and develop 
their fruit trees, as well as lending a 
helping hand in scores of instances to 
the settlers, wherever assistance was

' Fearlessness Won Indians.

He is credited with having saved

of Libya. | 

Wrested by Italy from Turkey and 
pacified, its natives are preparing a re- 
ception for their ruler to surpass any- 
thing Libya has seen since the days 
when the Mohammedan warriors con- 
quered north Africa for the Moslem 
faith. 

Premier Mussolini will step ashore 
at 9 o'clock under the shadow of an 
ancient Moorish castle, which has 
been reconstructed as a house for the 
governor of Libya.

Native 
troops—aAscaris, Zetpies, Zavaris, and

ROUT 5,000 CHILD

Police Arrest Weisbord 
and 24 Others. 


Passaic, N. J., April 10.—[Spectal.}— 
|An attempt by five thousand children 


of striking textfle workers to parade 
here today in defiance of police or- 
ders was balked. 

The main column was dispersed be- 
fore it had marched two blocks. A 
second column from the adjoining town 
of Garfield was blocked at the Passaic 
side of the bridge and scattered in 
disorder, while the third column from 
Lodi halfed half way over the bridge.

The 
bitterest blow to the workers came 
when a squad of plain clothes men 
raided the headquarters of the United 
Front committee and arrested Albert 
E. Weisbord, the strike leader.

Considerable disorder followed the 
routing of the children. Mothers ran 
frantically hither and thither among 
the crowd trying to find their own, 
while strike leaders sought to restore

police. 

Weisbord, forewarned of his arrest, 
made a short speech in which he urged 
the strikers to carry on while he was

‘The offense constitutes a high mis 
demeanor. Weisbord’s attorneys had 
not succeeded in getting bail fixed at 
a late hour tonight, and the strike lead- 
er was still in a cell. 

A new crisis is expected on Monday, 
when Forstmann & Huffman, whose 
workers are not on strike but are being 
urged to remain away by the strikers, 
resume operations. Strike leaders are 
openly boasting that the opening of 
these mills will be a grand closing.

WALTON LEAGUE 


Love Outdoors as Much 
as Men, They Say. 


The fourth annual convention of the 
Izaak Walton League of America came 
to a close at the Hotel Sherman last 
night and the 500 delegates scattered 
for their homes with a woman's chal- 
lenge and a woman’s plea ringing in 
their ears-<a plea for admission of 
women to league membership. 

The plea was voiced by Dr. Cora 
Johnson Best of Minneapolis, mountain 
climber and lover of the outdoors, and 
voiced in terms that kept the men dele- 
gates rooted to their chairs and that 
drew cheers from the other women 
present at the banquet which ended 
the stormiest session in the league’s 
history. 

“You men ask,” shouted Dr. Best, 
“why women do not enter the league. 
Do not blame the women. It ts you 
men who are to blame. The women 
will be glad to enter when they feel 
that they are wanted.” 


Wants Full Membership. 

She continued, pointing out how one 
chapter would vote to exclude women 
and how another would agree to take 
them into membership.

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Movement Killed 
by Motor Makers 


UPPORTING the stand of the mo- 
tor clubs in favor of the red tail- 
light on automobiles and believ- 
ing that the current practice in 
this regard is sound, the directors of 
the National Automobile Chamber. of 
Commerce yesterday went on record 


opposing the move in some quarters 
for yellow tail lights. 

The issue was introduced at the re- 
cent convention of the American An- 
tomobile association representing the 
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automobile clubs, and red as the proper 
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color for automobile tail lights was 
overwhelmingly indorsed. 

While various theories have been pro- 
pounded in favor of yellow, the auto- 
mobile manufacturers feel that com- 
mon usage and practicality are in .fa- 
vor of maintaining the present sys- 
tem. The reasons in detail for their 
stand are stated as follows: 

It is now in use on 20,000,000 ve- 
hicles. The extent of such use creates 
a public tradition and familiarity to a 
much greater degree than any one 
lighting tradition that may obtain. 

To change farty-eight state laws and 
the habit of the motor traveling pub- 
lic in this particular is an unwarrant- 
ed interference unless its value as a 
safety measure can be thoroughly dem- 
onstrated. 

There is no extensive or conclusive 
data to indicate that the red tail-light 
is the cause of accidents, 

Railroad officials have stated that mo- 
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torists have run around red lights at 
crossing gates thinking that the light 
has indicated an automobile. 

This could be remedied by putting 
more lights on the crossing gates, and 
in any case the motorist who would cut 
around any light without seeing where 
he was going would probably not be 
affected by the matter of color. 

Yellow light is regarded by many as 
confusing. With eyes trained to a red 
light as tail-light, the presence of the 
yellow light in that capacity gives the, 
impression of a parking light or of 
some other signal which is confusing to 
the driver. 


AGE LIMIT. 


Because children are a menace *to public 
safety when operating cars, no one in Kan- 
sas City. Kas., under 16. years of age will 
be permitted to drive. It has been found 
that there has been too much speeding, espe- 
cially by boys, who seem to believe they 
should show girl companions how fast they 
ean drive.

Motorists who have been driving 
their cars all winter should begin to 
check up their condition mechanically.

Now that Florida real estate devel- 
opment has about completed its reac- 
tion from hysteria back to a course 
of normal growth, let’s speculate a 
bit about speculation. 

There was no collapse, no panic, no 
repercussions of importance on the ger- 
eral run of business. For several 
months men talked about Florida with 
some of the suppressed uneasiness which 
has marked much discussion of the 
building boom for three years past. 

What would happen when the bottom 

fell out? Well, nothing much hap- 
pened when the craze subsided, except 
the return of a few prodigals and a 
“general consensus that Florida will go 
on growing and building, even if there 
are no more get rich quick opportuni- 
ties in lots. 


~>- 

The whole thing is an interesting com- 
ment on the new factors in American 
finance. From one point of view there 
Was reason to worry. Has not real 
estate speculation in the past preceded 
every big business depression? Nearly 
every time. As a symptom of a decline 
of general business activity, real estate 
booming was pretty certain throughout 
the 19th century and in 1920. 

Many theories of the business cycle, 
and several hundred have been spawned 
since the world began to appreciate the 
variability of business activity under 
capitalism, assumed that real estate 
speculation was a causative factor of 
depressions. 

Florida teaches us otherwise. The 
fact that depressions used to follow

But our recent land booming appears to 
have been partly due to a surplus of 
financial strength—business having little 
need of the credit available, that credit 
went into speculation.

Now, other things being equal, real 

estate buying and selling has perhaps the 

‘least effect of any kind of investing or 

“trading on the general rate of production. 
Tt has little or no power to cause de- 
pressions of itself for this reason. Trans- 
fers of land between individuals do not 
increase or decrease the amount of com- 
modities which will be offered to con- 
sumers. 

The amount of land cannot be increased 
or decreased. Speculation in commodi- 
ties, however, so changes prices that the 
power of the market to absorb the avail- 
able commodities, and so to sustain the 

*>rate of productiqgn, may be affected and 
business may)|\be quickened or depressed. 

Investment of many kinds also increase 
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* "The decrease in the value of farm lands 
is a mere refiection of the low buying 
power of farm products—speculation in 

_lands did not cause the low prices. Such 
speculation may have increased the farm- 
er’s overhead charges, but his lessened 
buying power, because of that, is offset 
by the increased purchasing power of 
the money lender.

The time has passed, or at least it is 
most assuredly passing, when the ga- 
rage gets no attention.

Dr. Harlow Brooks of Columbia uni- 
versity criticized women for: 

1. Overexercising to get thin. 

2. Using rolling machines which 
bruise the flesh and may cause cancer. 

3. Starving themselves and’ using 
waterless diets. 

4. Using reduction drugs. 

5. Wearing reducing garments. 

6. Smoking to keep their appetites 
low. 

By absurd reducing methods, women 
make themselves incapable of mother- 
hood, or of healthy offspring. 

Dr. L. F. Barker did not condemn 
women altogether, “since they were 
trying to realize an ideal; because they? 
have a laudable desire for beauty and 
because they show a willingness to 
curb their natural appetites for the 
fattening things. ‘

FRITTERS AND OTHER FRYINGS. 


OME little time ago there was 

printed in this department a rec- 

ipe for hominy balls. A man 

and his wife who were living in 
& hotel read this recipe and when, 
soon after, they were invited to a 
home dinner and given a chance to 
choose the menu he voted for hominy 
balls. They “sounded good” to him. 
We certainly got fine results when 
we experimented with them follow- 
ing the idea of making them like rice 
croquettes. 


Cooked rice, the cooked creams, 
cooked hominy and other forms of 
corn, and many related items may be 
exceedingly and uniquely dainty if 
made up into small shapes, given a 
covering of egg and crumbs, and then 
fried in deep fat. They are thus fin- 
ished rather instantaneously at a high 
heat, and if correctly drained are not 
in the slightest degree “ greasy.” 
There is something :.bout the sub- 
jecting of them to this extreme heat 
that is comparable to the popping of 
corn, and everybody knows what that 
sort of cooking does to the plain corn 
kernel in making it edible and giving 
it flavor. 


In high class cookery the fiaest prod- 
ucts of deep fat cooking are the frit- 
ters which have for a long time had 
an important place as fine accompani- 
ments of many a superior base for a 
meal, and they are also served alone 
with sirups or- sugar. 

Recently some help came to me from 
an Italian source about some of the 
fried products. Both the Italians and 
the Spanish excel in that type of cook- 
ing because with a fire and a kettle 
only these things can be well pro- 
duced, sometimes in unbelievably prim- 
itive surroundings. 

It seems that the great Italian frit- 
ter day is March 19, which is St. Jo- 
seph’s day, or the day of the saint 
whose Italian name is that charming 
one of Giuseppe [joo-sep-pa]. The in- 
formation came to me recently, too late 
for me to honor the day in the typical 
Italian way. My informant presented 
the facts thus: 

“‘Capons for Christmas, lamb for 
St. John’s, marzipan sweets for All 
Saints [Halloween], but fritters for 
St. Joseph any responsible Tuscan 
housewife is sure to provide.’ By the 
way, it is rather charming to hear 
Italians say the word for “sure,” and 
it may be that this one expressive 
word came to us through them.

All that the breeder has been able to 
do is so to control the mating of his 
stock as to accentuate such variations 
from the normal as seemed to him, 
either from utilitarian or spectacular 
reasons, to be worth cultivating. In 
his own day he sees but little rea! 
change. Only after gome scores or 
hundreds of generations is there any 
striking advance on the type accepted 
by the earlier breeders, 
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Horses. 


Our domesticated horses, there is 
good reason to ~believe, are  de- 
scended not merely from more 
than one originally wild species, 
but from two distinct stocks. One of 
these, which flourished during Pliocene 
times, was a slender-limber species, 
standing about 15 hands high, and hav- 
ing a broad forehead and tapering face, 
and certain peculiarities of the molar 
teeth. This type is represented by the 
Siwalik horse (Equus sivalensis). The 
Arab may be a descendant of this 
stock, .The other dates from Pleisto- 
cene times, and represented by a 
smaller, heavier, stout-limbed animal, 
surviving today in the Tarpan, or Mon- 
golian wild horse (Equus przevalskyi). 
This view is supported by the striking 
likeness of the prehistoric carvings of 
horses of stone age man which have 
been found in the haunts of cave men 
in France and elsewhere. During pre- 
historic times, however, it was ap- 
parently represented by more than 
ong species. The survivors today ap- 
pear to be the Mongolian horse of the 
Gobi desert, just referred to, and the 
“Celtic pony,’’ represented by a’ race 
of small horses or ponies, ranging from 
Connemara, the Outer Hebrides, Ice- 
land, and the Fw#@roes, to western Nor- 
way.

While it is generally held that, with 
the exception of the dog, man pos- 
sessed no domesticated animals until 
Neolithic times, and that the horse was 
the last of his conquests, it must be 
remembered that engravings of horses’ 
heads wearing a ropelike halter have 
been found, which were certainly the 
work of men of the Palzolithic period. 
Yet during these times—in favored lo- 
calities perhaps—the horse formed one 
of the staple articles of diet. This much 
is shown by the refuse heap discovered 
outside the celebrated cave, or rock- 
shelter, of Solutre. This could scarce- 
ly have accommodated more than half- 
a-dozen families, but the entrance was 
protected by two walls of horsebones, 
one 150 feet long and 10 feet high. 
the other 40 feet long and feet high, 
representing, it is estimated, the re- 
mains of some 100,000 horses. The 
man who engraved the horse’s head 
with the bridle, an Aurignacian, also 
added his share of victims to this pile. 
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That the horse was domesticated ip 
Neolithic times: there is no room for 
doubt, though whether used as a riding 
anima! or as a beast of burden is not 
known. It may be that it was frst 
domesticated for the sake of its flesh 
and miik; then as a beast of burden— 
pack horse—and still later as @ draught 
animal. But though during all this 
time isolated people may have used 
horses for riding purposes, it is signifi- 
cant that the ancient Egyptians and 
Assyrians, the ancient Greeks and Ro- 
mans, and the ancient Britons used 
them to draw chariots, and not as 
riding animals. 

British Breeds. 

This is not the place for 4 detailed 
description of our British breeds of 
horses. Suffice it to say that the oldest 
of these is represented by the Shetland, 
Welsh, New Forest, Dartmoor, yix- 
moor, and Connemara ponies. In the 
south of Scotland, a larger type, known 
as the Galloway, is found. From the 
larger types of these ponies the old 
pack horses of the south of England 
were bred. and these were also large- 
ly used for riding. The magnificent 
carriage horse known as the Cleveland 
bay hails from the North tiding of 
Yorkshire. Of its early history nothing 
is known, but it is believed to have 
been produced by crossing horses of 
foreign blood with the native stock 
of the district. Nearly akin to this is 
the Yorkshire coach horse, an animal 
of rather more slender build. Unfor- 
tunately both these breeds are 
threatened with extinction. 

Among the English heavy breeds 
perhaps the most famous is the shire 
horse, the great horse of medieval 
Engiand. According to some this 
breed was derived from the chariot 
horses of the Britons of Ceesar’s time. 

The slightly smaller Clydesdale rep- 
resents the shire horse in Scotland. It 
is a comparatively recent breed dating 
back to the importation in 1715 of a 
Flemish stallion, which was crossed 
with native horses.

As to the Arab: this type, as already 
mentioned, represents an older stock 
than that of the “ cold-blooded” west- 
ern horses, since it is apparently de- 
scended from the Indian, Pliocene, 
Siwalik horse; and in consequence, it 
has been claimed, it should rank as a 
distinct species. But be this as it 
may, the part played by this animal 
in the history of the evolution of 
domesticated horses is one of profound 
importance. For it has been proved 
beyond cavil that there is hardly a 
breed of our western horses which has 
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is believed to!

infusion of Arab blood. 


During the time of the Crusades, 
Arabs, Barbs, and Turks the two lat 
ter being derivatives of the Arab - 
were from time to time introduced into 
England and these importations were 
continued at intervals and aimlessly, 
up till the time of James 1. Frorm this 
time till Anne’s reign-—-jJust 100 years 
Arabs, Barbs, and Turks were im- 
ported in considerable numbers for the 
set purpose of improving the native 
racehorses.

of. improving the qualities of ponies, 
carriage horses, and riding horses, as 
well as of the heavier breeds. It is for 
the preservation of this refining stock 
that we need our race courses today. 

The domestic ass is a direct descend- 
ant of the North African wild ass (equus 
asinus africanus), from which it differs 
but little in appearance and coloration, 
though some breeds are black and 
some white. The largest of all domes- 
ticated asses is that of Poitou, some 
specimens of which rival cart horses 
in point of size. In Spain, as in the 
east, ass breeding is carefully studied, 
and this has resulted in the develop- 
ment of a number of distinct types 
finer in appearance and of greater 
utility than any found in Engiand, 
where it is never used for riding pur- 
poses, save for children, or in farm 
work.
